Tho wind reached 
u terrific velocity and fully forty buildings 
wore blown down bofore'U spent its rorco. 
A largo number of others woro unroofed 
and innumorabls fences and outbuildings, 
trees and shrubbery woro damaged to a 
greater or less oxt«nL 
Among tbo build- 


ings wrecked wort tho Catholic, Presby- 
terian aud ilothodigt churches. Tho pump- 
house connected with tho water-works was 
demolished, while tho stand pipes of tho 
works woro broken ofT for a distance of 
thirty foet

hall and tho englao bouf-os of tbo firo de- 
partment wero completely destroyed. Both 
hotels, Exchange and Hall houso wore un- 
roofed and othei-wiso badly damaged. Two 
coaches and mall car of an east bound 
train which arrived from Cuero woro over- 
turned and badly wrecked. Tho passengers 
fortunately escaped injury.

11 liarmless color for tho fuohsino and (,'olatlnt> 
I'or tho gluo, anil to stop tho uso of wlicylic 
acid. Most of tbo flliit Jollies sold to-day arc 
a fraud on tlio consumer, though they uumoi 
bo said to affect bis health.

Terrific Rain, Hail and 
Wind Storm Saturday. 


Xlio UaiDttKo to Tubncco, KarnH anil 


BhCclN, 


On Saturday afternoon, shortly after 


the dinner hour, a heavy bank of clouds 
appeared in the west and southwest, in. 
dioating that a rain storm was slowly but 
tinrely coming this wny with the steady 
westerly wind then blowing. At three 
o'clock the whole western and south- 
western sky wae dftrkour cl by the heavy 
thunder clouds. Bud the wind had in- 
creased in velocity. 
Soon.lhugo clouds, 


streaked hero and there with grey, ap- 
peared, and mo\ed rapidly toyrardB the 
eaat Tho wind increasing in force, the 
oity waa soon enveloped in a dense clond 
of dust; windows, signs, aud IOOBO boards 
rattled, and timid people, as the wind 
had increased to a palo, became fearful 
lest a oyoloao was about to lay waste the 
Bower Oity, oorumeJCed to seek places 
of safety. At halt-past three the- dust 
oloud disappeared as the first rain struck 
the oartb. The rain and wind increased 
in foraa, the water coming down in tor- 
rents, Hciodinpr the streets and many cel-

Reports began to come in 


of the great damage done to tobacco by 
being whipped about by the wind; the 
tobaooo shed of H. S Oalkind, on Pleae- 
and street, a building about 300 feet long 
hail been wrecked, and tha car sheds of 
Barr Itobbins, at the Sorthwestern round 
house were demolished. At four [o'clock 
tho rain commenced to fall again; thin 
time there was not so mnch wind, but 
more rain. Rivers of water ran in the 
atreets.Jcellars wore again flooded, and 
everyone- predicted untold damage by 
washouts, etc, Tina etorm continued 
for half an hour, when people ventured 
out to [sen what had become of their 
neighbors. 


In the evening at about eovon o'clock 


the third storm struck the city, jain Call- 
'ng nearly as heavy aa at the first and 
second atoms. During this storm a 
large amount of hail fall, and the report 
was now circulated that the tobacco crop 
was destroyed. Early yesterday morn- 
ing a representative of the Gazette drove 
through the city and to tho west, to ns- 
certaiu the extent of the damage. Ho 
found very little damage caused by water 
in tho city, two or three bad 
washouts, 


one in tho second ward, two m tho third, 
and those nothing more than what might 
be oipocted even iu an ordinary heavy 
rain storm, 
| 


Shade treca wore terribly broken in all 


parts of the oity, in some places they 
were entirely ruined, and some streets 
were blockaded by the fallen trees. 


Tho largo carriage, paint and black- 


smiths shop at Burr Eobbin'e Spnng 
Brook Farm, was mado a complete wreck. 
This building wne fall of carnages and 
wagons belonging to the show, and were 
greatly damaged by tho falline timbers. 


Tho "augur refinery" near by, was 


twisted out of shape; several chimaoys 
on buildings on Eastern avenue wore 
blown down. The tobacco sheds of Jj. i*. 
Smith, and John Croak, o£ the first ward 
were wrecked. Other buildings wore 
considerably shaken by tho strong wind, 
but were not seriously damaged. Ka* 
ports from the country are slow coming 
in, yet wo hear that this storm was gen- 
eral throughout the county, and the wind 
and hail did great damage. Cyrns JOavis 
lost his windmill aud toba;oo shed. A. 
tobacco shed on the Spanlding farm was 
wrecked, and wo] hear of many others 
that were moved off their foundations. 
Two sheds on tho farm of Supervisor 
Wm. Qunn.town of liook were wrecked. 
During the last storm three lires were 
seen in the country, two souhweat of tho 
oity, and one to the east, but wo Have 
not learned the particulars. 


Wo oiamined a dozen or more fields of 


tobacco, some of which escaped serious 
damage by tho hail, and some of it wag 
wholly ruined. All this was to tho westoC 
tho City. We hoar that tho hail was vor; 
light to'the uorlheast and south, oul 
here and there being evidence of hail. 


During the storm there was almost 


constant flash of lightning, and tho peal 
of thunder were terrifia. Tho only dam 
age excepting the bss of Dr. Mills' horsei 
that we hear of is the destruction of tol< 
graph and telephone poles and wires. A 
Mt. Zion these poles wore split int 
kindling wood, and jast north of the oit 
several poles on the telegraph lino war 
broken. 


There was a little washout on tho rail 


road near the gas house and another on 
tho At ton branoh of tho North westorn, al 
of which were repaired without delay o 
trains. 


The storm waa the severest ever wit- 


nessed in this oity, and more water fel 
than for tho entire previous year, no 
calculating the enow of last winter.

The intense heat ot lost Saturday fore- 


boded a storm and when the olonds com- 
menced to gather about the middle of 
tho afternoon, every one predicted a 
heavy rain fall. The storm proved to be 
an old fashioned thunder shower accom- 
panied with high wind and a sprinkling 
of hail, raging wilh all tho fury which 
might be expected after a long contin- 
ued drouth; the water oame down in 
sheets, flooding all tbo low grounds, 
while the wind held high carnival, scat- 
tering fence3 and trees with occasionally 
a building, and leveling tho growing 
crops with sad havoo. 


To tally appreoi&te the extent and 


magnitude ot tho storm, a drive in the 
country is necessary. Oa every hand is 
noticed the marks of devastation; here a j 
barn and there a shed i» demolliahed, 
while shattered trees and ruined tobacco 
Colds aro conspicuous at every turn. 
Such a storm at the clone of such a eurn-

as 
the 
present has 
been, 


ii 
indeed discouraging, and causes 


tho tillers of the soil, who feel its effacts 
Gtvt. to conclude that lite at its best is a 
good deal of a lottery with tho chances 
for success not verv evenly distributed, 
This ifl particularly truo ot tobacco grow- 
ers this year, and will have a tendency to 
materially reduce the acreage of Wisoon 
sin leaf. Many a man who has fought 
tho drouth for the past three months, 
devoting time and money to the most 
careful culture of a few acres ot land sue 
oeeding at last beyond his expectations 
in maturing a fair crop, is compelled to 
see his labor go for naught. The thrifty 
plant that looked so promising last Sat- 
urday morning, ouly lacks an early frost 
to complete the ruiu, and many flelilH are 
already doomed without the frost. 
The 


experience of Wisconsin tobacco grow- 
ers last season was anything bat satisfac 
tory, and tbo efforts of 1SSG at the pres- 
ent 
writing, promises very meager re- 


salts. 


It is well at times in any business to 


call a halt for investigation, and this ia 
especially true when a business js on 
a losing basis. The Gazette is more and 
more inclined to the belief that Wiscon- 
sin tobaooo, like Connecticut, can only 
bo profitaoly grown in a small way, and 
ttrnt the man who simply invests in us 
culture, ot time and money year after 
year what he can afford to lose, ia the 
man who will have tho moat to show tor 
his labor, in the long ran. Kock county 
existed and prospered in her agricultur- 
al pursuits long before the culture of to- 
bacco was introduced, and many of her 
most substantial farmers to-day, have 
never raised an aero of the weed. 


Tho profits attending the culture for a 


few years previous to 1883 produced a 
feverish and unhealthy condition, which 
it stimulated by success through 1885-G 
would have resulted in transforming our 
county into an almost exclusive tobacco 
district. 
When it in considered that 


tobacoo is not a necessity, but a useless 
and extravagant luxury,, and that its suc- 
cessful cuUure requires more care, and 
that it is subject to greater ohsnces of 
failure th&n any other 2rop, it would 
seem advisable to go flow, aud keep 
within reasonable bounds. The material 
wealth of the county is not effected by 
the present failure, and land for farming 
purposes is worth aa much as it ever was, 
and it will continue to increase in legiti- 
mate value EB our population increases. 
The soil in some parts of the county ib 
well adapted to tobacco, but the orop 
will always be subject to the uncertainty 
of tho seasons, and liable to greater 
ohanoes of failure than any other pro- 
duct.
